and physically through adequate 
play opportunities under helpful 
supervision, the small child can / 
experience an enriched daily pro- 
gram with materials difficult for 
the crowded or individual con- 
fines of home environment. In- 
troduction into group play gives 
the child an awakening to the so- 
cialization pattern important in 
the civilization of today, 

This worthwhile philosophy is 
still working at the school. The 
facilities have been modernized, 
enlarged, and the enrollment has 
increased, Although emphasis for 
youngsters has been “play,” for 
the cooperative mother, educa- 
tion does play its part. Upon en- 
rollment of the child, the mother 
agrees to participation in the ac- 
tual working of the school, she 
takes classes in pre-school tech- 
niques, and she is part of.an or- 
ganization in assisting in the 
maintenance and direction of the 
school.
